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ATONED FOR HIS CRIME

l_)uestrow,. the Millionaire
Murderer, Hanged.

HE MET DEATH WITHOUT A TREMOR

Previous to ithe Execntlon, However,
He Broke Down and Sobbingly
Confessed His Gulit.

Feb. 18.—Dr. Arthor
Duestrow, the St. Louis millionsire,
who on February 13, 1894, shot and
killed hiz wile and child in a fit of
dranken rage, in that city, was hanged
in the courtyard of the county jail here,
at 12:59 p. m. today.

At 12:30 Sheriff Punchta entered the
jail to read the death warrant to Dues-

_trow. The crowd aill about was so
dense it was almost impossible to get
near the place. A rope fenced off a
gpace about twenty feet wide and fifly
feet long. Here twenty-five deputies
patrolled, keeping back the erowd.
When the newepaper men attempted to
enter the jail they were denied admis-
gion. The sheriff . had promised that
they might be present at the reading of
the death warrant, but changed- his
mind at the last moment. The reporters
were even denied admission within the
ropes.f

The condemned man marched to the
gallows without & tremor or a shade of
fear passing over his face. On the
seaffold he said he was General Bran-
denburg, not Doestrow, and that he did
not kill Mrs. Doestrow, and was dying
illegally. He died of strangulation, 20
minates after the drop tell.

ADMITTED HIS GUILT.

Duestrow Broke Down Shortly Before
His Execution.

Uxiox, Mo., Feb. 16.—Not until this
morning, when he arcse after a fitful
night's rest and saw the gallows upon
which he was to die, did Arthur Dues-
. trow, the comdemned Bt. Louis mur-
derer, show any signs of realization of
his fate. For the first time since the
crime was committed, three years ago,
he shed tears. He put away all sembl-
ance of insanity and groaned:

“] know I have pot to die. I killed
my wife and child, but it wsas not my
fanlt. Something within me made me
do it. T was not myeelf.”

These words were repeated again, his
tears flowing fast and sobs occasicnally
checking his ntterances.

The condemned man had called him-
gelf General Brandenburg, of the United
States army. This merning he wrote
the following message to this attorney,
GovernorCharles P. Johnson:

“gr, Louis, Mo., Feb, 16.—] am in &

icament. Intercede with Governor
tephens for me immediately. I now
need your advice. I was insane, but it
did no good. I have nothing leit but
hope of forgiveness.”

He signed “‘A. W.F. Brandenburg.”

The sheriff took the message buot did
pot forward it.

In a short time the condemned man
regained his composure, talked with
visitors and smiled. BSmall doses of
whisky were given him from time to
time to keep his coorage up, and he was
much gratified. Dogestrow bas not been
vigited by any sviritual adviser, having
announced that he would die withoat
such coneunitation.

DUESTROW'S FIENDISH CRIME.

Killed His Wife and Child in a Fit of
Drunken Eage.

8r. Louis, Feb. 16.—The crime tor
which Arthur Duestrow met death on
the scaffold today was committed on the
afternoon of Febrnary 13, 1894, at his
residence, 1704 South Campton avenue,
this city. On that day he had been
drinking heavily. During the forencon
he had ecalled at a livery stable snd or-
dered a sleigh for the afternoon, stating
that he intended taking his wife and
2-year-old son, Loule, sleighriding.

A few minates before 4 o'clock Due-
strow arrived home and found the sleigh
awaiting him. The generally accepted
version -of the crime is the testimony
given by ‘Katie Hahn, a domestic in the
Duestrow household. She said she met
Duoestrow at the door and asked him if
he was going to take his wife riding.
This question angered Duestrow, and he
rdan upstairs to his wile’s room, and,
after some words, slapped her face.
Mrs. Duestrow upbraided him for his
condoet, which seems to have worked
the murderer up to the point at which
he could no longer restrain his demonia-
cal pasgion,

The Hahn girl said she heard Mrs,
Duestrow cry, ‘‘Don’t sholt, Arthur;
don’t shoot.” Three shots [ollowed in
rapid euccession. The seryant rushed

apstairs and found Duestrow standing
over his wife's body, revoiver in hand,
crving: ‘“‘Good-bye, Tiny; sare you
dead?""

At this point the man’s fury seemed
to be diverted to his child. Grabbing it
up in his arms he held -it againat the
wall and emptied the other two cham-
bers of the revolyer into its head. It
died instantiy.

Duestrow then went to the police sta-
tion with the revolver In his hand and
surrendered. He was sobbing hysteri-
cally.

“I have killed my wife,”” he eried,
“hut it was an accident. I suppose they
will eay I am a murderer, but I am not.
It was an accident.”

He tried to exnlain that the revolver
was discharged while he was handling
the weapon. On February 14th the
doctors removed the two bullets from
Mre. Duestrow’s head, and it was
thought she might recover, but om-Feb-
ruary 17th she died, after having re-
gained consciousness.

Daestrow, by the the terms of his
father’s will, would draw $6,666.66 a
vear ae long as he lived. Duestrow’s
father, Louis Duestrow, died a few years
prior to the murder, leavlng an estate of
$2,000,000.

UNIUON 18 COMPLETE.

Anuexation of Crete to Greece FErac-
tically Accomplished.

Arnexs, Feb, 16,—It is generally be-
lieved here that the Cretan feature of
the Eastern guestion is now a thing of
the past, and the landing of the Greek
troops at Crete is not likely to turn outa
casns bell between Turkey and Greece.

The abeolute decieion of Greece to
persist in the occupation of Crete and
protection of Christians on that island,
in spite of the attitude of the powers, is
founded on the declaration of the Cretans
that they are prepared to shed the last
drop of their blood in order to attain
their national aspirations, to which they
add that they will not be satisfied with
anything short of an absolute union
with Greece. These circumstances were
communicated by Greece to the powers
and the policy of the Greek government
has bean carried out in every point,

An order of the minister of war, M.
Smolenitz, has been gazetted, appoint-
ing Colonel Vaseos, aide-de-camp to
King George, commander of the Greek
army corps landed vesterday at
Platonica, n short distance from Canea.
After explaining that the action of
Greece is doe to the fact that ehe is on-
able to any longer countenance’ the
“‘lamentable situation of the Christians
in Crete, to whom we are united by the
¢acred ties of religion." the order pro-
ceeds :

“The government consequently has
decided to occupy the island in the
name of King George and raise his flag
over the fortresses of which yon will
take possession. All your action shall
be accomplished in conformity with
Greek laws, in the name of King George
and on the responeiblity of this govern-
ment, So soon as yon have landed you
will publish a proclamsation announcing
the occupation of the island by the
Greek troops.”

This has been done, by Colonel Vassos
calling on the the Turks to sarrender,
The reservists, who have been called to
colors, are rapidly registerng at the
different military centers. It is hoped,
however, the most gerious difficulty to
be anticipated is the possible severance
of diplomatic relations between Greece
and Turkey. Tife aunexation of Crete
by Greece is fait accompli, and itis not
thought likely thie powers will do any-
thing farther,

Meanwhile diplomatic negotiations on
the snbject continue between the am-
bassadore at Constantinople,who,in tarn
arein constsnt communications with the
porte.

Reinforcements of men, armeg and
amgmunition are on the way from Greece
to Crete. Itis intimated that in duoe
coarse the marines from foreign war-
ships will he recalled and Greece be al-
lowed to assume the administration of
Crete, possibly under rome restrictions.

The announcement that Prince Nich-
oles will start for Larisea, Thessaly, with
a regiment tomarrow crested the great-
est enthusiasm in military circles,

King George and the royal family,
with the government, are in the highest
possible favor with the people, and
Prince George is certain of receiving a
gmd welcome when he retarns to

reus with the torpedo flotilla.

Beck Dropped Dead.

GoLDESDALE, Wash,, Feb., 16.—Frank
Castile, a stockman, stabbed John Beck
at Cleveland, this morning, in an alter-
cation at s masquerade ball. Beck
dropped dead. Castile eurrendered to
the sheriff today, and claims the act was
committed in seli-defense.

Ac-
cording to the report Mr. Doscher now
wante to build up & business to leave to
bhiz'eons. He owns two blocks of water
front in Green Point, which is well
adapted for refinery purpoees.

Mr. Doscher when seen confirmed the
report that be intends to re-enter the
business o! engar manufactaring.

THE FOETE GIVES UP.

The Pamification of Crete Is Left to the
FPowers.
Coxsrasmivorne, Feb, 17, -—Tha conneil
of winisters, as a resuit of the all day
session yesterday, has decided o ledye
the pacificatiom of Crete to the powers.
The council also decided to eendoKar-
sthadori Pasha to Crete as imperial high
commissioner to adopt military meas-
ureson the Greek frontier, as previously
intimated, to appoint Marshal Edham
Pasha,who directed operations against
the insurgents of Zeitoua in 1886, to
command the Turkish troops at EI
Assoda, and call out the first reservea of
the third army corps, now #t BSalopica.
These measures, however, are for parely
defensive purposes in order to enable
the Turkish government to be prepared

for all eventualities.

The sultan has informed the ambassa-
dors of the powers that in view of the
agereszive attitude of Greecs he has been
obliged to adbpt measnres required by
the situation. The sultan took occasion
to express his satisfaction at the landing
of detachments of merines at Canea.

In spite of the peaceful outlock it is
known that the debarkation of Greek
forces at Orete conged & great pensation
at Yildiz Kiosk, and it reqaoired the unse
of much tarton the part of the ambasaa-
dors to prevail opon the porte to accept
the situation.

Anti-Turkis manifestations are reprot-
ed to bave occured at Arta and Prevessa,
Th Iy, shots having been fired and a
Tu;::h frontier gugrd wounded. It is
hop#d no farther troubla will occur, al-
thodgh Greek troope are gathering near
the irontier.

BOLIVIA WILL DECLARE WARE

Governmibnt Is Actively Preparing to
Fight Foru.

A letter received by an official bere
from La Paz, Bolivia, states that the
Bolivian congress will declare war upon
Peru. The letter also states that there
ig great activity in nrilitary circles, the
army is being placed on war footing, and
recruiting has been begun throughont the
republie.

The general staff is étadying the top-
ography of the Perovian provinces of
Arequipa, Pono and Moquegua, and the
Bolivian press bas published doe-
uments to plamly showthat this terri-
tory is a part of Bolivia.

The Bolivian government has with-
drawn ite diplomatic representatives
from Asoncsion, Paraguosy, and the lat-
ter nation refoses to send'a minister to
Suecre. This tende to delay & solution of
the boundary dipute between these
conntries.

A Warning 1o the Greeks.

Caxea, Feb, 17.—There was a meeting
of the commanders of foreign fleets to-
day on the Italian flagship. It was re-
solved to take steps toward bringing
about a more peacful state of affairs in
Crete. A joint note was drawn op and
sent by Admiral Canevaro, the Italian
commander, who is in command of the
united fleets, to the Greek consul. The
note informed the representatives of
Greece that any attack npon Canea, Re-
timo, Heraklion or Sitia would be re-
pelled by the warships of the foreign
powers in Cretan waters*

This step canzed some alarm in Greek
gircles, but it is not believed to signify
anything more serious than & warning to
the Christians and Greeks to cease fight-
ing while the powers deliberate and
come to some definite understanding re-
garding the foture ol Crete.

It ie still believed the powers will in
gome manner sanction the annexation
ot Crete by Greece.

General Pleasanton Dead.

W asamngrox, Feb. 17.—General Alfred
‘Pleasanton, a distingnished cavalry com-
mander in the late war, died at Greason
house at 8 o’clock this morning.

General Pleasanton for several yeara
lived almost a hermit’s life in Washing-
ton, not moving out of his apartments,
He felt be had not been well treated by
the government after his distinguished
services in the war, His only attend-
ants were his private secretary, Mr.
Murphy, and Henrietta Roane, & faith-
fol colored norse, who were with him

when he passed away.

THE CLIMAX AT HAND

Philippine Islands Revolt
Verging Upona Collapse.

REBEL FORCES GROWING WEAKER

Spanish Communder Preparing to Strike |
A Decislve Blow by Attacking
the Insurgent Stronghaid.

New Yorg, Feb, 18.—A dispaishuto.
the Herald from Manila says:

General La Chambre, who has occu-
pied Sadto Domingo, is now adyancing
on Silling Cornell snd Maring and wll
attack the rebel forces within three
days. The namber of troops employed
is not published. The batteries em-
ployed are two Krupp batteries of eight |
centimeterg, one battery of nine and two
mortars of filteen centimeters. With
General La Chambre'is General Marina,
who takes one battery of artillery of
eight centimetere.

From all reports it would seem that if
the Spaniards are locky enough to in-
flict a decisive chastisement upon the
rebels- in Cavite, the entire revolution
will collapse. The sbsence of the real
Ieader must tell upon the rebels, and all
their principal men are either in the
fortress here or have been shot by the
anthorities. Francieco Rojas, the mil-
lionaire and friend of General Blanco;
Rizsal, the doctor and idol of the Philip-
pine Indians; Lund, the artist whose
picture won & gold medal at the Paris
exposition, and every other native or
half-caste of wealth or influence in the
Catipunan or ioner circles of conspiracy,
which the natives created for their own
purposes inside the lodges of Masonry,
into which the Spaniards confidently in-
itiated them years ago, are in the toila of
the law and may be shot any day.

An immense amount of suffering has
been inflieted on their families by these
misgnided men. In dozens of cases
large estates of those implicated hn\ei
been embargoed by the government, and |
people formerly opulent are reduced to
poverty. Even some native Catholie
priests are among the prisoners, seven
at least having been tempted into the
plot.

The machinations of the rebels seem
to have permeated all quarters, and they
have taken in their withering grasp na-
tives and half-breeds in every station of
life, from the millionaire property-
owner, loeal governor, governmant clerk,
official doctor or professor in college, to
the most ignorant and poorest fsher-
man and domestic servant in foreign or
Spanish employ. Indeed, it would be
diffienlt to find & parallel for snch wide-
spread treachery.

If the rebels on the island can get rid
of the Spaniards they can run the coon-
try and pay no more taxes. Every one
will have plenty to eat, nolthing todo
and pay. no ‘‘cedula’ or other tax to
anybody. This is the simple argumedt
which the agents use everywhere to beat
np recruits and get the peasanta to join
their ranks. Their ideas ase largely
socialistic.
